When it comes to helping the hand- 
icapped, Romulus' Lions’ Club 
members have done a “lion’s 
share” of their work. Since April 23 
to May 2 has been designated as the 
1982 White Cane Week, Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley paused to 
pay tribute to the hundreds of local 


Stating that he would like “to see 
the land developed into a park” and 
that “there were no strings 
attached”, attorney Jack W. Perl- 
man donated a parcel of land esti- 
mated at 33 acres to the city of 
Romulus. 

Romulus City Council was at first 
reluctant, but accepted the gra- 
cious offer alter a debate in Council 
chambers last week. 

In his communique to the city, 
Perlman stated : “It is our desire to 
donate this property to your city to 
be used for a park, other commun- 
ity purposes or as your city deems 
best. 

“The property is owned by us free 
and clear of any liens or encumbr- 
ances and all real estate taxes are 
paid in full.” Perlman wrote. 

Perlman owns approximately 37 
acres of land of which 33 were 
offered to the city. The land in ques- 
tion is located at the northwest cor- 
ner of Ecorse and Cogswell Rds., 
and “is prime land for develop- 
ment”, according to city officials. 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
questioned whether it would be wise 
to accept the parcel since it was 
generating about $10,000 in tax re- 
venues.

“I have contacted the assessor s 
office and I was told the parcel of 
land produced $10,000 a year in city 
taxes. I would like to see the land 
develop into some sort of industrial 
park, but I would like to refer this 
back to the Mayor for the adminis- 
tration’s recommendation.” 

City Treasurer said that tax re- 
venues to the city from the parcel 
were more like $2,000 than $10,000 
because other governmental bodies 
also receive their shares of tax 
monies. But she asked: “The parcel 
of land over there is about 37.4 
acres, and I'm just wondering what 
he (Perlman) is going to do with the 
other four acres. 

“And the 33 acres would be land- 
locked,” she added. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
saw the gift as an opportunity for 
the city to develop the land. “It (the 
land) isn’t something we will be 
stuck with; it is a valuable piece of 
property. 

“And 1 would like to see us pro- 
ceed with developing the parcel.” 
he noted. 

Council accepted the gift and 
directed the administration to pro- 
ceed with the legal work in order to 
gain possession of the property.

The next school year will be a cru- 
cial one for the Huron School Dis- 
trict. 

Like most districts', Huron is in 
the midst of transition, with declin- 
ing enrollment and not enough fund- 
ing to finance the various school 
programs and projects. 

Huron will also lose its current 
Superintendent of Schools, Curtis 
Bartz, who has resigned to take a 
similar post with the River Rouge 
School District next fall.

Two incumbents George Angel 
and Jacqueline Drengansky , will be 
asking voters to retain them on the 
board for another four years. They 
will be challenged by newcomers 
Ronald Tabor and Diana Kemeny in 
the annual school election sche- 
duled for June 14. 

Angel is completing his first 4- 
year term with the board , while Ms. 
Dregansky was appointed to fill the 
unexpired term of Ed Umin, who 
was the president of the board.

Voters in the Romulus School Dis- 
trict will go to the polls on Monday 
to determine the fate of an 8.5 mill 
renewal tax package which school 
officials consider vital to the stan- 
dards of education in this city. 

However, a depressed economy 
and an angered electorate, recent 
recipients of some “bad news” in 
the form of property assessments, 
could jeopardize the vote. 

“Most of the people are upset be- 
cause of their tax bill.” said Wil- 
liam Bedell, Superintendent of 
schools. And we understand that 
frustration. But the increase in eva- 
luation didn’t help the schools a 
bit.” 

Bedell explained the paradox in 
this way: “For every dollar that is 
collected because of the higher 
asessments, the state aid to the 
schools goes down the same 
amount. It’s a very difficult situa- 
tion, but if we got any of their (tax- 
payers’ money) we would make a 
corresponding adjustment.” 

Romulus collects 36. 1‘5 mills (a 
rhiil is one dollar of assessed eva- 
luation) for opeiational purposes. 
That figure is considerably lower 
than those in surrounding com- 
munities. 

“We are between 2 to 5 mills low- 
er than the other school districts,” 
Bedell stressed. “What we’re 
asking our people to do is to let us 
operate the schools with the same 
amount of money. If the millage 
isn’t renewed, the community and. 
most importantly, the children of 
this community will be the losers.” 

Bedell explained that one of the 
reasons the local voters were re- 
quested to go to the polls in April 
“was so that if the millage failed, 
we would have to have enough time 
to pink slip teachers.” 

In the meantime, eight candi- 
dates have gathered for the annual 
school election which will be held 
June 14. Missing from the line-up 
are incumbents Michael Woods, 
who serves as president of the 
board, and trustee Theresa Kraft. 

There are two 4-year terms and 
one 2-year term available. Incum- 
bent Kenneth E. Berlinn will face 
challengers Ruth Johnson, Joseph

When they bought their homes in 
the Hawthorne Valley Subdivision 
many years ago, they were buying 
into a quiet residential area with a 
quiet neighbor, the Hawthorne Val- 
ley County Club. 

However, the tranquility of the 
neighborhood could change, if the 
Westland City Council gives its 
approval of a site plan for the de- 
velopment of an indoor-outdoor 
amusement center at the now de- 
funct golf course. 

Westland Recreation Center Inc., 
which purchased the facility last 
October, has hopes of developing 
the 57-acre site as an amusement 
center, complete with an indoor 
arcade and restaurant and outdoor 
activities like mini-racers, a bum- 
per boat pond, roller skating rink 
and miniature golf course. 

Some work already has been 


completed on the former clubhouse, 
with the restaurant slated to open 
this month. However, site plan 
approval for the proposed changes 
of the golf course has yet to get 
council approval, and if residents of 
the adjoining subdivision have their 
way, the plan will be rejected— 
soundly. 

“There are places for such de- 
velopments,” said Phil Thompson, 
chgairman of Hawthorne Valley 
Citizens Committee Inc., “A hun- 
dred miles from a residential area, 
but not in my backyard. That’s in- 
appropriate.” 

The citizens committee was 
formed to keep homeowners 
abreast of developments in the 
proposal, and it has drawn large 
crowds at three public hearings it 
held to air the proposal and to 
gather citizen input on why West- 
world should not be allowed to be- 
come a reality.

Department, which has arrested 
some 41 persons in drug related 
incidents near two arcade estab- 
lishments in downtown Wayne. 

Nor 29th District Court Judge 
John Seiler, who already has 
fined four youths for offenses 
ranging from interfering with a 
police officer to possession of 
marijuana. Other cases are 
pending in District, Juvenile and 
Circuit Courts. 

The arrests mainly involved 
youths from 14 to 21 years of age 
and occurred on weekends near 
the Fun Village Video and The 
Fun Center in the vicinity of 
Wayne Road and Michigan Ave- 


Seiler. “From now on intend to 
hand out stern jail sentences and 
large Fines for anyone dealing in 
drugs.” 

Public Safety Director Ray 
LeCornu reported that the police 
will conduct an “ongoing inves- 
tigation” of the situation at the 
arcades but admitted that a lack 
of manpower would prevent any 
extensive undercover surveill- 
ance. 

"We can’t commit three or 
four officers to two or three loca- 
tions,” LeCornu explained, “be- 
cause that would take away from 
other enforcement throughout 
the city," 


Plainclothes officers assigned 
to investigate drug activities 
near the Fun Village Video and 
The Fun Center have discovered 
a number of illegal dealings in- 
volving marijuana, LSD, 
cocaine. PCP, caffine and alco- 
hol to minors. Only seven of the 
41 persons arrested were Wayne 
residents, LeCornu noted. 

“We found a number of people 
hanging around these places, 
preying off the juveniles,” an 
undercover policeman revealed. 
“Some of them are suspected 
armed robbers, car thieves, one 
was a deserter from the armed 


services. 

"These are not just nice kids 
having a joint,” he added. “One 
was in possession of a knife, 
another had a gun , and that ’s just 
the start. 

"Some of these kids are so 
young they don’t know what 
they’re getting. I asked one 14- 
year-old who had bought some 
speed to explain what it was and 
he thought it was something that 
helped runners go faster. 

"And most of these people 
aren’t even from Wayne. These 
places are dragging in trash fro-

The residents are obviously 
angry about the development, so 
angry that they have retained the 
services of attorney Carol Levitte 
and have filed a lawsuit in Wayne 
County Circuit Court, seeking a res- 
training order against current op- 
erations at Westworld. 

They also packed la§t week’s 
Planning Commission meeting to 
lodge their protest over the develop- 
ment , but found the commissioners 
less than receptive to their pre- 
sentation. In fact, Thompson con- 
tends that some of the commission- 
. ers may have voted to recommend 
council approval of the site plan, 
contrary to the Planning Depart- 
ment’s recommendation, because 
of phone calls deceived from dis- 
gruntled homeowners. 

The Planning Department re- 
commended denial of the site plan 
because a 1.3-acre parcel of the 57 
acres is zoned single family re- 
sidential. while the remaining 
acreage is zoned public lands. It 
also pointed out that Westland Re- 
creation has yet to gain approval of 
the site plan by the Wayne County 
Road Commission and the DNR. 

The commission, however, re- 
commended council approval con- 
tingent on those factors which the 
Planning Department had used to 
support its recommendation for de- 
nial. 

However, the loss at the Planning 
Commission level hasn’t slowed the 
citizen’s group. They’re looking on 
, that as Round 2 of a battle they will 
take to the City Council, possibly at 
its next regular meeting April 19 
and to the courts, not to mention the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. 

"We tried, and we re going to 
keep on trying,” Thompson said. 
"That was Round 2. We still have a 
lot of things to go. and we ll be there 
to the end.” 

The homeowners have several 
fears of the development, specifi- 
cally the effect it will have on the 
neighborhood and on their property 
values. 

They are concerned about the in- 
creased traffic on an already heavi- 
ly traveled Merriman Road, as well 


as the noise and pollution that traf- 
fic will generate, an increase in the 
noise level in the neighborhood due 
to the outdoor activities and an in- 
crease in criminal activities in the 
area. 

They also are concerned about 
the damage the development may 
have on the Rouge River flood 
plain, a part of the Hines Parkway, 
which abuts the site. The homeow- 
ners , along with the management of 
the Hawthorne Valley Apartments, 
which has reparian (waterfront) 
rights since it sits on the flood plain, 
are asking for a public hearing by 
the DNR.

(Continued from Page A-3) 
mall over.” 

LeCornu reported that the owners 
of the two arcades have been 
cooperating with the police in an 
effort to correct the problems. 
Additional personnel have been 
hired to monitor and help control 
the situation, he explained. 

“We ve added one person for Fri- 
day and Saturday nights to watch 
out for loitering in the alley,” noted 
David Chaffee, owner of the Fun 
Center. “It seems to have helped 
He’s there to tell the people outside 
to either move on or come on in. 

‘‘These people are going to find a 
place to do what they want, either at 
Hines Park, here or somewhere 
else,” he said. “They go to places

With the onset of cooler 
weather, dentists around 
the country — especially in 
colder climates — usually 
have an influx of young 
adult patients complaining 
of severe facial pain. A lit- 
tle research will find that 
most of these patients are 
motorcyclists who had re- 
cently ridden their cycles 
without any face protection 
from the wind. This can 
drop the effective tempera- 
ture by many degrees as a 
combination of cold and in- 
creased wind against the 
face.

“The ultimate enforcement proc- 
edure would have to come from the 
council.” LeCornu said. “They 
have the power to grant or deny a 
license. 

“I don’t think we re experiencing 
anything in Wayne that hasn’t hap- 
pened around arcades in other 
places.” 

In addition to the arrests for drug 
dealing and usage, several suspects 
sought in felony warrants from 
other cities have also been 
apprehended near the arcades, 
LeCornu said. 

One incident involving an armed 
robbery included a 13-year-old girl 
who assisted in the offense, he 
added. 

“From a business standpoint, 
arcades obviously have some 
advantages,” said LeCornu. “But 
they have attracted some less than 
desirable contacts to a new loca- 
tion 

“Some officers seem to think that 
it’s good that we can find all the 
troublemakers in two or three loca- 
tions in the city now.

Van Buren cutbacks won’t 
jeopardize senior programs 


We would like to clarify misunderstandings 
arising due to the reduction of working hours of 
the paid Senior Citizen Director by the Van 
Buren Board of Trustees. 

Reduction of these hours DOES NOT elimin- 
ate or curtail any programs offered at the 
Township Hall for area senior citizens. 

• The home delivered meals are under the 
supervision of the federal government NOT the 
township government. 

• The subsidized lunch program for seniors 
served four days per week (Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday) is also under the federal 
government and will continue as long as there 
are 25 or more meals served per day. 

• The senior discount program is at the dis- 
cretion of local merchants and is in existence 
throughout the United States and is not the 
exclusive domain of area seniors. 

• Any Internal Revenue Service (IRS) office 
will assist seniors in filing their tax forms. 

• The library program is not the exclusive 
right of the seniors. Library facilities are avail- 
able to all residents. 

• Field trips are under the supervision of 
volunteers or travel agencies and are open to 
all seniors who can afford them. The township 
has no control over these trips. 

• The operating costs of two vans ; one for the 
Van Buren Township Parks and Recreation 
and Seniors and one for the exclusive use of the 
seniors, have been underwritten by the 
township taxpayers. The latter will underwrite 
the operating cost of only one van. 

• A free health screening program is offered 
by the People Community Hospital Authority 
(PCHA). The full screening includes vision, 
hearing, glaucoma, blood pressure, respira- 
tion and TB testing, plus breast exam, blood 


chemistry or urinalysis and iformation and 
counseling on a number of health subjects. For 
information call (313) 722-4400, ext. 365. 

Membership in the Van Buren Township 
Senior Citizens’ program (September Days) is 
opfen to all seniors in Van Buren Township, City 
of Belleville, Sumpter Township, Ypsilanti 
Township, Huron Township, etc. 

If the Van Buren Township voters approve a 
half-mill increase for the use of a senior 
citizens' program the program should be for 
senior residents of Van Buren Township only. 

True, any senior citizens’ program must 
have volunteers to continue but we are sure 
that if the present volunteers drop out of the 
program others will step iri and continue to 
operate the senior citizens’ activities at the 
Van Buren Township Hall. 

The Van Buren Township Board is just 
trying to save taxpayers’ money by rolling 
back.the hours of the Senior Citizens’ Director. 
We repeat, they are not eliminating or curtail- 
ing the programs offered to the senior resi- 
dents. 

We would also like to emphasize that many of 
the seniors who are adamantly protesting the 
action of the Van Buren Board are neither resi-. 
dents NOR taxpayers in Van Buren Township. 

The Van Buren Town Board appointed Ms. 
Mary Elizabeth Nichols as a paid director of 
the senior citizens’ program in October 1976. 
The seniors met in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 
on West Columbia, City of Belleville. The area 
senior citizens’ lunch program was instituted 
on November 29. 1976. The program moved to 
the Van Buren Township Hall in the winter of 
1976.

Street People-a million strong, whose problem are they? 


(EDITOR’S NOTE — This is the conclusion 
of a two-part series about the thousands of 
‘street people’ who have defected from socie- 
ty to create a sub culture, emerging in every 
city across the United States. The articles 
were written by contributing columnist Ber- 
nard F. Hillenbrand l.

His “clients” sit on rickety 
folding chairs and old chintz 
sofas. Lax hands neatly folded, 
motionless, they stare into space 
with unblinking eyes. Scattered 
among 30 or 40 women are few 
wrinkled faces. Most are young, 
for at least one mental illness — 
schizophrenia — attacks those in 
the early ‘20’s. 

This is not therapy in the tra- 
ditional sense Farr wans Our 
clients will not use existing men- 
tal health services It has taken 
months to establish credibility 
with them. We talk about how to 
avoid being raped How to stay 


free of lice. What to eat. Even- 
tually . we want to help these peo- 
ple understand the nature of 
their illness. 

“They are the most defense- 
less people I’ve ever seen They 
are totally unable to ask for 
help.” 

There are people to help. Un- 
fortunately. Mrs. Helverson’s 
volunteers, along with the staff 
of other Skid Row' missions, have 
little or no experience with men- 
tal illness. 

So Farr is among the organiz- 
ers of a new, interagency task 
force, the Concerned Agencies of 
Metropolitan Los Angeles (CAM- 
LA ). that is mounting a coopera- 
tive effort to help homeless peo- 
ple Similar groups are begin- 
ning in Washington DC.. Seattle . 
New York and Philadelphia 

“Obviously, with the economy 


the w r ay it is — we re not talking 
about starting any new prog- 
rams,” Farr said. “It costs about 
$5,000 to put one patient in an in- 
stitution for two weeks. Why, 1 
can help 50 people living down 
here for that much.” 

And while CAMLA has not 
achieved any miraculous cures 
for the frightening nightmare of 
mental illness, it has taken a 
number of practical steps — of 
the humane sort — to improve 
the quality of life on Skid Row. 

Monthly meetingas are 
attended by representatives of 
all agencies This sounds like a 
technicality. In fact, during one 
session it was discovered that 
some facilities, such as sleeping 
quarters for men — were avail- 
able in several locations, yet 
other needs, such as a delousing 
station for women, was sorely 


lacking. 

Back at the social services 
office, meanwhile, a psychiatrist 
is now available to interview 
mentally ill clients. The doctors 
also certify people for disability 
payments from the federal So- 
cial Security program Every 
disability case saves the county 
relief roll $225 a month. 

The psychiatrists also issue 
low’-cost passes on Los Angeles’ 
buses, enabling street people to 
seek employment, housing or 
medical care outside Skid Row 
A private hospital in another 
part of town has started treating 
some of them And CAMLA is 
planning work projects at public 
facilities. “This w.’ll encourage 
the return of feelings of self- 
esteem to individuals w'ho now 
see themselves as worthless and 
unproductive derelicts,” Farr 


says. 

the CAMLA group is also pre- 
paring a small, pocket-size 
directory of services. Its cost will 
be born by private industries and 
charities. 

Indeed, private sector con- 
tributions to life on Skid Row 
would make our President proud 
of his home town. There are 
organizations like the Salvation 
Army, traditionally supporting 
its services through secondhand 
shops operated by clients. There 
is an aerospace Firm that donates 
the services of an alcoholism 
counselor There is a food chain 
providing piles of fresh dough- 
nuts daily. 

All these small efforts will 
come together late this year 
when the city and county open a 
converted hotel, the Weingart 
Rehabilitation Center, as a shel- 


ter. Over $8 million in public and 
private monies have been com- 
mitted to the project. Originally 
designed to keep alcoholics out of 
jail, it will offer myriad services 
including detoxification. 

True story. Skid row isn’t just 
an exile for alcoholics anymore. 
Former residents of institutions, 
unsuccessful job seekers and the 
evicted come in greater numbers 
as the economy worsens. Those 
spared mental illness before be- 
coming homeless soon suffer 
psychologically from the daily 
strain of seeking food, safety and 
shelter. 

It’s enough to make the com- 
mon wino resentful, now' that he 
must share his turf. But that’s 
HIS problem. Homelessness is a 
growing community concern 
It’s our problem — and there are 
things we can do about it.

Writer urges 
council to seek 
alternatives 

EDITOR — I have hesitated 
long enough without speaking 
out and feel that I must do so at 
this time 

Two things of utmost import- 
ance should be properly addres- 
sed by our Inkster City Council. 
First, with the very likelihood 
that we will be experiencing a 
“hot'* summer, attributed in 
great part to Reaganomics, our 
City Council , in my opinion , is not 
taking proper steps to thwart or 
minimize its impact upon In- 
kster. 

The decision to close the Mal- 
colm X Center; to reduce re- 
creational possibilities at the In- 
kster Recreation Complex; and 
to further jeopardize the 
citizenry by reducing the man- 
power of the Police Department, 
by nine persons, is clear evi- 
dence that poor judgment was 
exercised in City Hall. 

If young people are denied re- 
creational opportunities when 
employment is practically non- 
existant, a clear possibility for 
trouble looms for Inkster. 

Personally, I feel that the 
Police Department is the last 
place that cuts should occur 
under present conditions. 


It costs several thousands of 
dollars to train and equip an 
officer. We train them in Inkster 
for the benefit of other communi- 
ties, with very little job security 
for professional policemen in the 
City of Inkster. This has hap- 
pened too often. How can such an 
irresponsible reduction be justi- 
fied with the prospects for a 
“hot” summer. 

If Inkster is in such dire finan- 
cial condition, there are other re- 
medies to be taken that would not 
affect Inkster’s citizens so 
directly. 

Why not lay-off certain offi- 
cials, whose duties can be pro- 
vided otherwise, and at less 
cost? 

Since there are fewer federal 
dollars coming to the city, why 
not eliminate the positions of the 
Director, Community Develop- 
ment, and the Director of Plan- 
ning and Building? Both activi- 
ties can be serviced at less cost 
by utilization of fee consultants. 

We did this for years, and de- 
veloped a great portion of Inks- 
ter under such a system. For 
years the City Manager served 
as the Personnel Director. 

Why not eliminate this office 
and staff, and give the Manager 
a minimal salary increase to 
handle these affairs? 

Additional savings can be real- 
ized by a repeat of a past practice 
of City Council, that is to force 


the retirement of some of those 
persons that are eligible, or near- 
ly eligible for retirement. Some 
of these persons are dead weight , 
and block younger and more 
competent persons from 
advancement. 

The city has had a recreation 
department for 43 years. It has 
been productive. It has also 
served as an effective deterrent 
to crime as an outlet for energies 
that otherwise might have been a 
problem for Inkster and its 
citizens. 

Perhaps this is the only thing 
that Councilman Ernest Hen- 
dricks and I have agreed on in a 
long time, but I laud his efforts to 
preserve the Recreation Depart- 
ment. 

It appears that he stood alone 
in this endeavor. We have a Re- 
creation Commission, and de- 
spite the fact that it is advisory 
only , on certain matters , it would 
seem that Council should have 
asked the Commission for a plan 
to maintain a decent recreation- 
al program. These members are 
more involved with the program 
than City Council. They should 
have been directly involved in 
the final decision. Citizens and 
organizations might have joined 
together to preserve this much 
needed program if their input 
had been sought. 

Even if my suggestions are not 
utilized by City Council, I hope

‘Take a letter'— obsolete? 


Since this is National Secret- 
ary’s Week anyway, can we talk 
a little about shorthand? 

First , let me start off by saying 
that my entire experience with 
shorthand consists of four days 
of it in Miss Brown’s class in the 
tenth grade — after which I could 
see clearly that Gregg’s method 
and me (I?) weren’t compatible 
and I transferred to General 
Business, instead. 

There have been times since 
then when I was sorry I didn’t try 
harder: 

When I’m interviewing some- 
one who can talk faster than I can 
write and I don’t have my tape 
recorder with me. 

When someone on Phil Dona- 
hue is saying something I want to 
remember and I don’t have my 
tape recorder handy. 

When I’m at a meeting or a 
conference and the batteries are 
dead in my tape recorder 
The key word here is “tape re- 
corder”. Since it’s introduction 
to the business world, I can’t for 
the life of me see why anyone 
would need shorthand to take 
notes or to take dictation. 


A person can transcribe from a 
recorded tape faster than he or 
she can take notes in shorthand 
and then transcribe the notes. 

Taking a telephone message in 
shorthand means you have to re- 
write the message in longhand in 
order for the recipient to be able 
to read it. 

As for the person doing the dic- 
tating, he or she can do it — and 
correct the errors — much faster 
with a tape recorder than by dic- 
tating to someone sitting there 
taking it all down with a No. 2 
pencil on a steno pad. 

And twenty minutes later, if 
the dictator (well, what else 
would you call that person?) 
should change his or her mind 
about a certain phrase or sent- 
ence, he or she can erase that 
portion of the tape and reword it 
without ever bothering the 
secretary 

The dictator can even do his 
work at home or in his car or on 
the bus if the mood strikes. He’s 
not limited to the hours the 
secretary is at his side. 

It’s just so much easier talking 
into a machine — and yet there 


are still big, technologically 
sophisticated companies who 
won’t hire a secretary unless she 
can prove she’s a whiz at shor- 
thand. 

But there’s another side to this 
shorthand thing, too. I once took 
a very short, informal poll of sec- 
retaries who had hired into com- 
panies requiring shorthand . Five 
of the six secretaries I asked said 
that once they had been hired, 
they were never asked to use it. 
They all transcribed from tapes, 
instead. 

So what’s the reason for re- 
quiring shorthand? Well, this is 
just my own theory, mind you. 
but I suspect an ego trip Why 
else would a person insist that 
another person be at his beck and 
call whenever he wants to spout a 
few phrases? When he could 
more easily spout them into a 
machine? And when he knows 
that the secretary has more im- 
portant things to do° 

The auto companies, 1 hear, 
are still the most adamant about 
requiring shorthand It seems in- 
credible that a company can 
come up with a car that will re-

In this edition of FOCUS, a 
brochure printed by Wayne- 
Westland School District, I 
would like to respond to the ques- 
tion “In these tough economic 
times, have Wayne-Westland 
employees taken any conces- 
sions ? ’ ’ The answer given was as 
follows: “Yes, clearly there 
have been concessions. In the 
contract recently extended, the 
teachers (1) continued to defer 
their COLA payments, (2) gave 
up an early retirement program, 
and (3) accepted more layoffs in- 
stead of a job security clause. ” 
Continued to defer their COLA 
payments - How can this be a 
concession? It’s the same as it 
was in the previous contract - no- 
thing different. The teachers did 
not give up anything in this area. 

Gave up early retirement - I 
attended a recent School Board 
meeting when eight teachers 
were approved for retirement 
under this program. At that time 
the administration stated that 
this was the end of this program. 
Furthermore, it states right in 
the teachers’ contract book that 
at which point this program be- 
comes ineffective (or too costly) , 
it would cease to be. Is this a con- 
cession? No, it’s not. 

Accepted more layoffs instead 
of a job security clause - Let’s 
look at this one. Accepted more 
layoffs instead of a job security 
clause - does that make sense? If 
you were offered job security 
would you turn it down for more 
layoffs? I understand it to be that 
the Teachers Association was 
offered a 7-9 raise and more 
layoffs or no raise and no layoffs 
as stated at a Board Meeting. 

It appears to me that if there is 
room to cut staff because of de- 
clining enrollment, etc., do it. 
Why should taxpayers have to 
pay for staff if they are exces- 
sive. It appears to me that the 
information printed in the 
FOCUS article is another form of 
deception in this School Dis- 
trict. It is clear to anyone who 
examines this information that 
the teachers did not make the 
concessions stated in FOCUS.

When I was in high school. 1 used to 
hang around with a guy named, Pete .

Twenty years later Pete, my little 
brother, is now a 23 year old medical 
student and I 'm a physician who hardly 
ever drives faster than 50 miles per hour 
( 1 use to be able to get 50 miles per hour 
out of first gear in the good old American 
graffiti days). 

How lucky I was that nobody ever pul- 
led out in front of me while I careened 
down the highway at 100 miles per hour 


with my three year old brother standing 
beside me screaming.

In the past ten years, I have had the 
unfortunate experience of having to tell 
parents that their beautiful two or three 
year old child died in a car crash mainly 
because he was not restrained 

Remember, all unrestrained objects

An infant skull, brain, and other vital 
parts are no match for a 30 or 40 mile per 
hour crash into a dashboard. On April 
1st. a child seat belt law went into effect

( 1 ) You — how could you ever live with

Do you know, if you do not have a 
will, that the State has one already 
for you? 

Yes, the State of Michigan has 
prepared a will with your name on 
it It is called intestate succession 
Any part of your estate not effec- 
tively distributed by your will, will 
pass to your heirs or the State as 
follows: 

SHARE OF THE SPOUSE 
The share of the surviving spouse 
shall be one of the following: 


A. If you are not survived by issue 
(issue are your children or grand- 
children) or a parent, then your en- 
tire estate goes to your surviving 
spouse. 

B If you are not survived by issue 
but you are survived by at least one 
parent, then the first $60,000 plus 
half of the balance of your estate 
goes to your surviving spouse. 

' C. If you qre survived by issue all 
of whom are the issue of your sur- 
viving spouse (i.e. no children from 
a previous marriage) , then the first 


$60,000 plus half of the balance of 
your estate goes to your surviving 
spouse. 

D. If you are survived by issue, 
one or more of whom are not the 
issue of your surviving spouse (i.e. 
children froma previous mar- 
riages), then half of your estate 
goes to your surviving spouse. 

Next week, I will inform you who 
would inherit the remainder of your 
estate if vou should die without a 
will.

SEMTA sets fare hike hearings 


Five public hearings 
will be held in Wayne 
County on proposed 
fare increases for 
Southeastern Michi- 
. gan Transportation 
Authority (SEMTA) 
services. 

The hearings will be 
held Thursday, April 
22, 1982, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Council Chambers 
of Harper Woods City 
Hall, 19617 Harper, 
Harper Woods; on 
Monday, April 26, at 
noon in Room 614 of 
the Veteran s Memo- 
rial Building, 151 W. 
Jefferson, Detroit; on 
Tuesday, April 27, at 1 
p.m. and 7:30 p.m. at 
the Henry Ford 
Centennial Library 
Auditorium, 16301 
Michigan Avenue* 
Dearborn ; and on 
Tuesday, April 27, at

If approved by the 
SEMTA Board in May, 
the fare increases will 
take effect July 1. 

According to SEM- 
TA General Manager 
Gary W. Krause, 
“While increasing 
fares will help offset 
normal operating cost 
increases, the revenue 
gained through fare 
increases will not eli- 
minate the larger 
financial problems 
facing the Authority. 
That problem, caused 
by shortfalls in feder- 
al, state and local 
funding, leaves us 
with a budget short- 
fall— approximately 
841 million next year— 
which is much too 
great to be made up by 
farebox revenues. 
Although fare in- 
creases will certainly 
help, they are not a 
solution. To avoid hav- 


ing to cut service by as 
much as two-thirds, 
we must have a new 
guaranteed source of 
revenue. We will soon 
be approaching the 
Michigan State Legisl- 
ature for permission 
to place either an in- 
come or property tax 
question on the ballot 
in the tri-county area. 
This appears to be the 
only possible solution 
for saving public tran- 
sit in this region/' 
Under the rate hike 
proposal, large bus 
fares would increase 
by 15 cents, from 75 
cents to 90 cents. Park 
& Ride and Limited 
fares would increase 
from 95 cents to $1.10 
and Commuter Rail 
fares would increase 
from $1.15 to $1.30.

would increase from

And even then people would saunter into their 
local record store and inquire “Who’s the guy 
that sings Me Myself I’ ?” Yep, the voice is deep 
and so are her songs, but the release of “Walk 
Under Ladders” should adeptly take care of the 
identity crisis surrounding the British singed 
songwriter guitarist. 

In what seems a most unlikely coupling. 
Armatrading has chosen Steve Lilywhite as pro- 
ducer this time around , a man best known for his 
work with progressive rockers U2, The 
Psychedelic Furs, and XTC . But the end result is 
not only Joan’s best album to date, but also one 
of the best LPs of the year. 

Lillvwhite’s crisp, clean touch at the boards, 
coupled with the musicians he brought in 


(XTC’s Andy Partridge, Brit synth whiz Tho- 
mas Dolby, and first-rate sax player Mel Collins 
to name a few) , perfectly compliment Armat- 
rading’s songs, which are her most melodious 
yet. To have lyrics as introspective, honest, and 
interesting as these would be enough, but when 
the tunes would stand on their own as a dance 
record, well, that’s rare. 

“When I Get It Right” has gotten considerable 
radio airplay already, as has the video of the 
song on cable’s MTV. It’s a marvelous mono- 
logue of a woman tired of being on the losing end 
of a relationship where she’s always found fault 
with, so she asks, with tongue firmly in cheek: 
“Hey when I get it right Will you tell me pleasel 
wanna know”. 

Joan’s own style transforms what could easily 
have been a typical gooey, too-sweet love song 
into an innovative, spirited romp on “I Wanna 
Hold You,” where her phrasing becomes the 
key, accenting each and every word on the en- 
tire middle section. 

Ah, but love, as we all know, isn’t always the 


proverbial bowl of cherries. Armatrading 
knows this too, as she sings in “Romancer”: 

“I’m living in a fool’s paradise 
I’m Living on false hope 
And lies 

I’m gonna be rejected 
Let down 
Expect it 

I’m living in a fool’s paradise” 

Other highlights include “I'm Lucky,’ from 
whence comes the LP s title, the bouncy “At The 
Hop,” and “Eating The Bear,” which is the posi- 
tive side of the old expression “Sometimes you 
eat the bear, sometimes the bear eats you . ’ ’ And 
it’s hard to think of a lines more open than those 
heard in “No Love,” where Joan sings “You 
started out Wanting my body And I didn’t mind 
‘Cos we liked each other.” 

1982 will be, or at least should be, the year 
Joan Armatrading becomes the superstar in 
America she is in most of the rest of the civilized 
world. This time she’s got it right.

“This is not a shot and a beer type 
of bar,” added the owner, who re- 
sides with his wife, Ann. in Wayne 
“It s an all-around bar for young 
and old, white and blue collar 
workers.”

relatives made them feel guilty for their actions. Discovering that 
another woman had handled it the same way really helped them feel 
okay/' Mrs. Cadwell said. 

“Being an okay person is important when going through a crisis. People 
start to question a lot of things and question themselves. Is there some- 
thing wrong with me, am I weird 0 They feel unattractive and guilty for 
doing this to their children. 

“They need to know whatever they do, it's okay. It’s important to feel 
okay. Many women feel guilty whether they are seeking the divorce or not. 
They need to know, whatever you do, you’re okay,” she added 

‘ ‘ I think all the outside systems involved in a person s life are factors in a 
divorce. If it weren’t for the outside factors people might plod along un- 
happily married to the same person for 50 years. 

“Unemployment in the country today, the staying young syndrome, 
women in the working world , good homes and striving for success — any of 
those can be the major factor in many cases. 

“If we didn’t have these outside systems to interfere we wouldn’t go out 
to discover another life. 

“It’s okay today to get a divorce, there is no stigma. Once you get 
married, it’s not forever. ’’ she said. 

‘The phoenix group acts as a support system for women— it’s impor- 
tant for women to have the support system for anything," Mrs. Cadwell 
concluded. 

The groups meet from 7:30 until 9:30 p.m at Geneva Presbyterian 
Church on Sheldon Road north of Ford Road in Canton on the first and third 
Thursdays of the month. Groups also meet in Livonia and Taylor and on 
Tuesdays from 1 until 3 p.m. at the YWCA Family Center on Michigan 
Avenue in Inkster. 

The fee to attend is a YWCA membership which costs $10 per year. 
Further information is available by phoning 561-4110.

“Any woman not happy in her marriage should do something about it “ 
That advice comes from one who should know. She is a happily married 
young woman who spends a great deal of her time occupied with the 
trauma of divorce. She's seen and heard more about divorce from experts 
on the issues and women experiencing the realities of the situation than 
most ever imagine. 

She is Susan Cadwell. the facilitator and leader of a divorce support 
group for women called * phoenix’’ sponsored by the YWCA in this area 

Mrs. Caldwell doesn’t necessarily feel that divorce is the answer for 
women who are unhappy — but she does feel that anyone unhappy should 
take a good. hard, objective look at the situation and make some changes. 
Sometimes, she suggested, the problem can be solved with something as 
simple as finding a job, quitting a job. losing weight or anything else that 
might be the cause of the dissatisfaction. 

“I look at it this way. We only go around once in this life — why go around 
unhappily. We could be dead tomorrow. 

“I don’t consider myself an advocate of divorce, but I am an advocate of 
good relationships. Whatever it takes to make them, do it," she said. 

And if that is divorce, as it is in many cases. Mrs. Cadwell and “pheonix’ ' 
are there to help women cope with the problems that arise with the sever- 
ing of the relationship. 

The group, as Mrs. Cadwell describes it, functions as a support system 
for women who are going through or even considering divorce as a means 
to better their situations. 

“It's a way to share feelings, discuss concerns and issues with other 
women going through the same or a similar process,” Mrs. Cadwell, who 
has a masters degree in guidance and counseling, explained. 

The group is also an invaluable aid in gaining information and obtaining 
resources, she added. Once a month an outside speaker will address the 
group on issues such as legalities, finances, psychology, assertiveness, 
children in divorce or any concern the women in the group might voice. 
“Whatever they tell us they need to know, whatever topics seem to concern 
them, we try to find a speaker expert in that area to talk to them." Mrs. 
Cadwell explained. 

The group meets on the first and third Thursdays of the month and Mrs. 
Cadwell estimates the present Canton group attendance at about 18 
women. She stressed that while the meetings are held in Canton, the 
members are from several surrounding communities. The Canton group is 
only one year old while other chapters of the “phoenix” organization in 
Livonia and Taylor have been in existence for a number of years. 

“I’m not an advisor or a counselor to these women," Mrs. Cadwell 
explained. "My role is as a facilitator. I'm not a divorce counselor or a 
lawyer. I’m more a sounding board for the women — I work to get discus- 
sion going and to bring out their own feelings and values and to help them 
share their own experiences. 

“From that support group many of them find the energy to pursue their 
goals. Because they find they are not alone, many women are stronger and 
better able to handle the divorce experience," she said. 


Strawberry classic with new twist

Mrs. Cadwell admits to having some trepidation at first about taking on 
her role in the group. She had. she admitted, some fears that because she 
isn’t divorced, hasn’t been through the experience herself, the women 
might not accept her in her role at the group sessions. 

“They did though and now I really enjoy the group. I’m learning about 
divorce but I'm learning more about women. Even though we’re all going 
through crisis, we are all women first and we all share the same feelings, 
the same concerns,” she said. 

While her role, she repeatedly stressed, is not that of a lawyer or divorce 
counselor, she does have some strong advice for women going through the 


experience of divorce. 

Get involved, don’t go through this alone. Find a support system 
through your church, friends, job or relatives. It is important for every 
woman to have some type of support system anyway. It could be different 
for everyone, but it is important. It’s important because then you are not 
alone,” she said. 

Her second piece of advice concerns the legal aspects of divorce. She 
strongly suggests that women find an attorney they respect and in whom 
they have confidence. 

“Many women don;t realize they don’t have to end up with the same 
attorney they begin with. Make sure you and your lawyer are on the same 
wave length. There are millions of lawyers, if you aren’t happv with one, 
chuck it and get another one. 

“This lawyer is supposed to represent you so he’s got to know what you 
want. Don’t be afraid to ask him anything. Even if you might think it’s 
foolish, ask. If you don’t like the answer, ask another lawyer. 

“Most lawyers don’t charge too much for the initial interview or for a 
phone call. Interview' the attorney and make sure you’re happy with him. 
Remember, your attorney isn’t God. don’t be afraid to question him." 

Mrs. Cadwell is also concerned that many women really don’t under- 
stand their legal rights in the divorce process and allow things to happen 
that make the experience even more painful than necessary. She ex- 
plained that many women have husbands living in the home until the final 
decree, not knowing that they can obtain an injunction requiring the 
spouse to leave. 

Information such as that comes from attorneys and legal experts who 
speak to the groups and dispell much of the misinformation many women 
have regarding divorce, Mrs. Cadwell noted. 

But even that, she feels, is secondary to the feeling of security women 
obtain from the group experience. Many women find they are sharing the 
same situations and concerns, particularly about their children and can 
learn from others. The phrase, "he did that to you, too,” she said, is often 
heard at the sessions. 

“Recently two women at group discovered that their husbands had been 
having affairs and both handled it in the same manner. They didn’t throw 
him out or ask him to leave but chose to accept the situation and friends and

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE SABAYON 


3 eggs, at room temperature 

*2 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Vt cup sifted flour 

3 tablespoons melted butter or margarine, cooled 

2 pint baskets fresh California strawberries, stemmed 

In deep bowl beat eggs with electric mixer at high speed 1 

minute. Gradually add sugar and continue to beat until mix- 
ture triples in volume and is thick and pale. At low speed mix 
in flour and butter just to blend thoroughly. Spoon into 
greased and floured 6-cup bundt pan or ring mold. Bake in 
350-degree oven 20 to 25 minutes until lightly browned and 
springy to the touch. Cool in pan on rack. (Cake will fall.) 
Loosen with sharp knife and unmold onto serving plate; set 
aside 

Halve berries, reserving 10 or 12 whole berries for garnish . 
Toss halved berries with powdered sugar. Chill. Prepare 
Sabayon Sauce. To serve: fill ring with Sabayon Sauce and 
garnish with whipped cream and reserved whole berries.

Local cagers whael their way to 7th U.S. championship

Their stats in the first half we- 
ren’t all that impressive, but when 
it came down to the final score, the 
Westland Sparks wheelchair bas- 
ketball team was able to edge out 
the Casa Colina (Calif.) Condors by 
oints to win their seventh 
national title. 

For the Sparks this avenges their 


loss to the Condors in the semi- 
finals last year, when the national 
tournament was hosted by the City 
of Westland. 

The team was down by four points 
at the half, and according to guard 
Joe Sutika , shot only 20 percent dur- 
ing the two 15-minute periods. 
However, an emotional halftime 
speech by coach Bud Rumple liter- 
ally sparked the team on to take the 
lead in the opening moments of the 


third period , a lead they never relin- 
quished. 

The Sparks’ victory snapped the 
Condors’ 72-game winning streak 
and capped an undefeated season, 
with the Sparks posting a 31-0 sea- 
son record. 

According to Sutika, the game 
was the best ever coached by Rum- 
ple, who has been with the team for 
more than a decade. This is the first 


year Rumple has been solely the 
Sparks’ coach, after many years as 
player-coach. Sutika pointed out 
that the switch allowed Rumple “to 
make the right moves at the right 
time,” during the championship 
game. 

The seven national titles is the 
most ever amassed by a wheelchair 
basketball team, and according to 
Sutika, “it feels good.” 

“In the past few years we’ve 


eaten a lot of criticism about our 
play in the finals, and we really 
wanted to end the speculation that 
the Sparks was a team that once 
was,” he explained. “We wanted to 
let them know we’re the best.” 

And the Sparks, indeed, proved 
they. were the best, with five of the 
12-member team being named to 
the first and second All-American 
teams. First team members in- 
cluded Sutika, forward Leon Sturtz

Mothers 
protest 
child care 
closing

More than 20 concerned 
mothers, toddlers in tow, con- 
fronted Wayne County Commun- 
ity College Dean Julius Brown 
Monday to officially express 
their dismay regarding the prop- 
osed closing of the child care 
facilities at the college. 

Presenting Brown with a letter 
from a newly organized group. 
Parent Club Action Group, the 
parents expressed their dis- 
agreement with the manner in 
which the closings have been 
handled and officially requested 
a re-evaulation of the recent de- 
cision 

While Brown accepted the let- 
ter and told the group he. 
‘shared their concerns’ he sug- 
gested that his action would be a 
referral of the letter to the direc- 
tor of student services at the 
Western campus. 

Noticeably agitated, several of 
the mothers later spoke about 
their concerns and their convic- 
tion that the contracting or vend- 
ing out of the child care service 
would be detrimental to the chil- 
dren in the program but would 
also, they claim, immediately 
cut into enrollment at the schooi. 
While no official notice of any in- 
tent to close the service has beeh 
received, co-ordinator of child 
care at the western campus, Pat- 
rick Caraher explained that the 
vote to close the service with a 
consideration to possibly vend it 
out was held at a meeting of the 
college board of trustees late in 
March. According to minutes of 
the meeting, the vote was 
affirmative. 

“They are voting to close the 
facility without even investigat- 
ing the service or the options,” 
noted student Catalina Hall, a 
Belleville resident. “They did 
suggest in the vote a considera- 
tion to vend out the service, but 
that isn’t the quality of care we 
want for our kids.” 

The parents are concerned . ex- 
plained Donna Bauslaugh of 
Canton, with the type and quality 
of child care provided by an out- 
side vendor or child care facility, 
which might be allowed at the 
school. Presently, Ms. Baus- 
laugh explained, the school is re- 
sponsible for the administration 
of the child care facility and the 
children are left with qualified 
instructors and teachers. The 
child care center now provides 
an education for the children , not 
just a babysitting service. 

“We want a qualified staff, a 
certified staff for our kids,” ex- 
plained student Vicki Ross. 
“These kids are people too, and 
they deserve a good start,” she 


said. 

Ms. Hall explained that as a 
single parent of an exceptionally 
bright child, she could not afford 
to seek alternative child care and 
continue her education in compu- 
ter programming. “It is a truism 
of life that I have to work, I have 
to go to school and I have to care 
for my son. I am presently on a 
grant, but a vendor would not 
accept those payments for child 
care.’’ she said. The women also 
expressed their concern for the 
number of Department of Social 
Selrvice students at the school 
who utilize the child care facility . 

It was their understanding, they 
said, that an outside agent would 
not accept the social service pay- 
ments for child care. 

“We have so many students 
here who are working their tails 
off to get off ADC and back into 
the work force, and this is a real 
setback,*’ Ms. Hall said. 

According to the parent group, 
the service began operation in 
October and then serviced about 
20 families. Since then the 
attendance at the child care 
facility has tripled with more 
than 60 families now utilizing the 
service at the Western campus 
on a regular basis. 

“We just don’t want babysit- 
ters in there,’’ Ms. Ross said. 
“We want our kids educated.” 

The women further explained 
that it was a certainty that en- 
rollment in classes at the facility 
would drop when the child care 
facilities closed and a strong 
probability if the service was, in 
fact, assumed by an outside con- 
tractor with the college. 

More than 500 families at the 
four campuses of Wayne County 
Community College would be , 
affected by such a decision, the 


women explained 

During the meeting with 
Brown, Bauslaugh requested a 
copy of the college budget so the 
group could ascertain the exact 
financial status of the child care 
facility which has been characte- 
rized as a loss for the college. 
While Brown urged the women to 
accept the decision as “cost effi- 
cient” he said he could not pro- 
vide them with the budget in- 
formation. 

They are irate that they have 
no means of determining if in 
fact the service is draining col- 
lege funds. > 

“Unofficially, there has not 
been an internal audit of this 
campus in more than two 
years,” Ms. Hall said. “How do 
we know the facility is not cost 
efficient? There are many 
offices here which do not show a 
profit. Certainly administration 
does not show a profit, maybe we 
should eliminate that,” she sug- 
gested facetiously. 

“Our kids are every bit as im- 
portant as the landscaping,” 
commented Ms. Ross, noting 
that there was a great deal of 
gardening and landscaping work 
continually performed at the 
facility, and the women also 
noted the presence of parking lot 
guards paid by the college. 

' ‘All we’re saying is that we de- 
serve the information in the 
budget to know if \ve’re really 
cost efficient or not— maybe 
there are other places cuts could 
be made,” Ross added. 

Caraher explained that he and 
coordinators from the other 
campuses had sent a letter to the 
administrators of the college last 
week asking for action on the 
proposed cuts in the program, 
but as yet had received no re- 


sponse. 

Caraher admitted that he felt 
the mothers had a viable argu- 
ment in their opposition to an out- 
side contractor providing child 
care. “I think a vendor could not 
operate a program such as ours 
because we’re a service oriented 
program and service oriented 
programs are not profit making. 
In the long run, to make a profit, 
they have to cut services and 
programs for the children,” 
Caraher said. 

The mothers allege that an out- 
side contractor would provide 
care for children over 2V 2 years 
of age and demand that the parti- 
cipants be toilet trained before 
accepting them. They are also 
concerned that the food program 
at the facility would no longer be 
available to the children. 

“Right now,” noted Ms. Hall, 
“they take children from 2 
months up to 12 years and they 
are providing the food for the 
children— and it’s a good, nutri- 
tious diet.

The mothers group, along with 
groups from the other three cam- 
puses, will be marching down- 
town next week and then mar- 
ching into the meeting of the col- 
lege board of trustees scheduled 
for April 28. 

“We are going to ask for the 
budget then as Brown sug- 
gested,” Bauslaugh said. 

“I just wonder which prog- 
rams would be cut if these kids 
could vote,” mused Ms. Ross, 
‘.‘they’re the adults of 
tomorrow.” 


Hart Plaza is ready for ethnic festivals 


Acting on a resolution proposed 
by Wayne County Commissioner 
Paul G. Citkowski. the County 
Board of Commissioners last week 
voted unanimously for restoring the 
11:30 a.m. starting time of Detroit’s 
summer ethnic festivals on Fridays 
at Hart Plaza on the downtown 
riverfront. 

Citkowski’s proposal and the 
Board’s endorsement is part of a 
surging opposition after the City 
previously announced last week 
that it was changing the starting 
time to 2:00 p m . to accommodate 
complaining restaurateurs who 
said the earlier time hurt their 
lunch business. 

The resolution urges ’ all 
appropriate” City of Detroit offi- 
cials, including Mayor Coleman A. 
Young and members of City Council 
“to take all possible steps toward 
the objective of continuing the 11 30 
a m. Friday starting time.” 

Citkowski explained after 
approval of the resolution. “Only 
the City of Detroit is empowered to 
make the changes, but I want it 
made clear that Wayne County offi- 
cials want the 11:30 hour back in 
place.” 


Since the change of starting time 
to the disputed 2 :00 p.m. , after most 
downtown workers have had their 
midday meal, numbers of petitions 
are circulating in various office 
buildings in protest, Citkowski 
pointed out. “Apparently, many 
hundreds — if not thousands — of 
people employed and visiting down- 
town feel the same sense of outrage 
as I do If allowed to continue, the 
2:00 o’clock restriction destroys a 
summer enjoyment that we have 
been anticipating all winter,” Cit- 
kowski declared. 

“I can't believe the selfishness 
exhibited here,” Citkowski con- 
tinued ‘ Surely the restaurant own- 
ers know, as all the restof us do. that 
they actually benefit from the fes- 
tivals. The festivals are the major 
downtown attraction during the 
summer all weekend, every 
weekend, not just for two hours on 
Friday. ’ He said further: 

The summer festivals are a big 
boom in the downtown Detroit re- 
vitalization that benefits all 
businesses there. Students, conven- 
tioneers, and other visitors congre- 
gate there all weekend as well as 
workers who eat lunch on Fridays.
